OTTAWA (ont) June 23.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.) Sunday will be more 
thorouchliy observed throughout Can- 
ada than in any other country of the 
world, if the Lord's Day bill now be- 
fore Parliament becomes a law. 

The measure, which is a government 
bill and thus sure of enactment in 
its present form unless modified by the 
government itself, is one of the most 
sweeping pieces Sabbath legislation 
ever framed. How wide is the scope 
of the bil! may be judged from the fol- 
lowing summary of ite main provie- 
ions: 


It is made unlawful to sell anything 
on Sunday; to transact any business or 
to employ any other person to do any 
work, except works of necessity, for 
money. 

Games and performances of all kinds 
for which an admission fee le charged 
are made uniawful. 

Excursions of every kind, by land or 
water, on which passengers are car- 
ried for amusement, are prohibited. 

No public park or pleasure ground or 
amusement place of any kind to which 
an admission fee is charged may be 
kept open. © 

No person is allowed to shoot at a 
target or any other object. 

The sale of foreign newspapers is 
prohibited.

Demand Exceeds Supply and the Big 

Companies Are Paying Large 

Dividends. 
Consumption in the United States is. 
now at the rate of 58,000,000 pounds per 
month, and rts, 42,000,000 pounds, 
indicating that the demand in the elec- 
trical and other manufacturing indus- 
tries exceeds the production. Limited 
supplies, and the fact that producers 
are sold ahead to the end of the year, 
says the Mining World, have initiated 
remarkably firm prices. In May the 
extreme quotations at New York were 
18% to 19 cents per pound for Lake 
copper, 18% to 18 % ceits for electro- 
lytic, and 18% to 18% cents for casting, 
while in London standard copper, 
which experienced heavy speculation, 
Advanced on May 15 to £87, 2s, 64 per 
ton (18.90 cents per pound.) closing the 
month at £85 per ton (18.44 cents per 
pound.) During the five months end- 
ing with May, Lake copper sold at an 
average of 18.55 cents per pound, 
which compares with 15.07 cents in the 
corresponding period last year; an ad- 
vance of 3.48 cents. Dividend pa ts 
by eight of these companies during five 
months amounted to $4,174,326, making 
a grand total to date of 130.233.680, of 
which Calumet and Hecla, paying 
quarterly $15 per share, par, $25, but 
selling at $685, contributed $93,850,000 
on a capital of $2,500,000.

CYANIDE PROCESSES. 
Advantage of Sodium Over the Po- 
tassium Cyanide in the Extrac- 
tion of Gold. 

The advantage of using cyanide of 


that the former contains a greater pro- 
portion of cyanogen, the active gold 
solvent. That, is 100 pounds of pure 
potassium cyanide contains 6 pounds 
pure potassium and 40 »ounds cyano- 
gen, while 100 pounds pure sodium cy- 
anide contains 46.9 pounds sodium and 
53.1 pounds cyanogen. It is, however, 
immaterial, says the Mining World, 
whether the cyanogen is in combina- 
tlon with sodium or potassium, so long 
as the product does not contain im- 
purities which act detrimentally in the 
extraction of the gold. In cases where 
the freight is expensive the weight of 
inert_matter is increased by 10 pounds 
in the 100 pounds by using potassium 
cyanide. It is stated that 100 pounds 
of pure sodium cyanide will dissolve 
as much gold as 132 pounds of pure 
potassium cyanide. Formerly. the 
potassium cyanide was used, but now 
a mixture of the cyanides of potas- 
sium and sodium is often requested, 
the strength being reduced to that of 
the original potassium cyanide used. 
Sodium cyanide is put up in compressed 
bricks of equal weight, having higher 
cyanogen strength, greater extractive 
power, with decreased freight cha 5 
greater solubility, freedom from alka- 
line sulphides and saving of labor at 
the mines. The compressed flakes in 
the sodium cyanide bricks dissolve 
readily in water in the tanks, while 
its alkaline sulphides 
produces a much more rapid solution 
of gold and a gain in the amount 
ore treated in a given time.

All animals slaughtered—those 
passed in the yards, as well as those 
condemned there—must, under the reg- 
ulations, be inspected by government 
men before being finally allowed to 
pass. Each carcass has a number, and 
the head, tail, caul and entire viscera 
are given the same number. These 
trimmings and cleanings then pass 
through the hands of inspectors, who 
are supposed to examine them care- 
fully for symptoms of a score of dis- 
eases. Then, if disease is discovered, 
the carcass is identified by its num- 
ber, and is marked with a “condemna- 
tion tag made fast with wire and 
seal, the same tag being attached to the 
diseased organs or parts. Then the 
tagged carcass and parts are placed 
in @ rendering tank and subjected to a 
force of steam which makes them un- 
fit for food purposes. The tank is fas- 
tened with wire and lead seals by the 
inspector, after offal has been heaped 
into it or the carcass has been thor- 
oughly slashed with a knife and sat- 
urated with kerosene, to make impos- 
sibliity of marketing doubly sure. Such 
is the procedure which the regulations 
specify for abattoirs having their own 
rendering tanks. Those which have 
not such ‘acilities are allowed to re- 
move their condemned carcasses to 
outside rendering works designated by 
the inspector, and there destroyed un- 
der his supervision. In cases where 


‘only a part of the carcass is condemned 


and where it cannot be cut, without 
damage, until the whole has been 
chilled, the carcass is tagged and sent 
to the cooling-room, where the dis- 
eased part is afterward removed and 
tanked before the remainder can sass. 

But under the present law a packer 
may refuse to tank these diseased car- 
casses. In such a contingency ‘the in- 
spectors are instructed to atiacn to 
such meat ‘a condemnation tag with 
a wire and lead seal—this seal having 
pressed into one side of it the word 
“Condemned” and into the other side the 
letters “U.S.A.” Furthermore the word 
“Condemned,” must be branded upon 
each side and quarter, or piece of the 
diseased meat. The packer Who re- 
moves it from his establishment must

| which goes to the cutting-room or can- 
ning department is not thus labeled, 
however, byt the cans are given labels 
showing that the original carcasses 
have been inspected. Ham and bacon 
are branded with hot trons. Shipping 
boxers, barrels, etc., are marked with 
an official stencil and finally, upog 
these are stuck “meat inspection 
stamps” similar to those required by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau for 
stamping packages of plug tobacco. 
Furthermore, for each consignment of 
carcasses cr boxes to de shipped to a 
foreign country the government in- 
spector issues a “certificate of inspwc- 
tion.” As all export meat must be in- 
spected and every importer of our 
meat demands these guarantees, from 
the brand up to the certificate, the 
meat from that third of our slaugh- 
tered animals which do not receive in- 
spection is dumped upon our own peo- 
ple. 

To tell government Inspected meat in 
your market look for the stamp C. 8. 
Inspected,” which ts put upon the 
white surface of each cut of beef, veal, 
lamb or mutton either with a ru 
stamp, or with a sort of lattice-wo 
paper plaster, with a gelatine back, 
the latter containing the lettering men- 
tioned. Each inspector applying those 
stampe is issued by the government a 
diagram showing a carcass divided into 
all of the commercial cuts into which 
the dealer is liable to divide it. Either 
of the stamps mentioned is put on, al- 
ways with indelible ink, so as to appear 
on each quarter after the meat is cut. 
The rubber stamp is applied to dry 
meat, and the gelatine plasters to that 
which is still moist, but they all mean 
the same. However, you have no 
guarantee as to how long the meat has 
been in cold storage since the slaugh- 
tering. The Bureau of Chemistry, De- 
partment tf Agriculture, is now mak- 
ing careful experiments to determine 
how long meat can remain in cold 
| Storage before ptomaines or germs ap- 
pear, and these tests will probably be 
utilized as a basis for a law limiting 
‘the packers in this respect. Under 
existing conditions they can sell meat

pense of the shipper, all pork received 
from the United States. Nevertheless, 
the government has continued the mi- 
croscopic test of pork for Germany in 
order to reduce to a minimum the per- 
centage of trichinae found on reinapec- 
tion. But even for this pork Inspection, 
the government is without sufficient 
funds. 

In the laboratories of the Bureau of 
Animal Industries bacteriologists are 
dally at work upon germs discovered 
by the Inspectors at the packing estab- 
lishments and shipped to Washington, 
as are also snimal! parasites, and other 
disease organisms which fatten unon 
live stock. Anti-toxins are here man- 
ufactured for the cure of contagions 
among live stock. 

The Beveridge amendment to the bill 
now in Congress establishes govern- 
ment inspection for each stage of chill- 
ing, dressing, curing, canning, pre- 
serving or otherwise preparing meat 
products. Jt gives the inspectors power 
to destroy the condemned meat Instead 
of supjervising its destruction—which 
forbids the transportation by train or 
the packer need not now agree to. It 
boat of uninspected meat and—the 
chief bone of contention—requires the 
packers to pay the inspectors. The 
cost of this would be about 5 cents per 
carcass for cattle and calves; 3 cents 
for hogs and sheep, the total service 
amounting to some $2,000,000 per year. 
Farmers who siaughter on farms are

LAOCOON CORRECTED. 


Fragment Recently Found, Which Ie 
Said to Demonstrate That the 
Present Group le Wrong. 
Everybody familiar with the famous 
group known as the Loacoon will be 
Flad to know that at last it will be 

possible correctly to restore it. 

The group was found in a vault in 
Rome in 1506 and was bought and 

laced in the Vatican by Pope Julius 

I. In 17986 Napoleon carried it cff to 
Paris, but it was returned in 1815, 

When the statue was unearthed the 
right arm of Loacoon and of i the 
younger boy were missing, and likewise 
the right hand of the elder boy. The 
group was restored by Giovanni Mon- 
torsoll. Fiven in his day some doubt 
Was expressed as to the accuracy of 
his reconstruction. 

At last a young German, Herr Lud- 
wig Pollak, has been fortunate enough 
to chance upon a fragment which un- 
doubtedly formed part of a reproduc- 


tion of the Laocoon group, and which 
makes it possible to correct Montor- 
soll's restoration. 

The fragment which, according to the 
Scientific American, was found dy Pol- 
lak in a emall Roman  scaipellino, 
among a mass of other fragments is 

the right arm of a Laocoon. Pollak 
Jearned that it was found in the Via 

Labicana. That was all he could dis- 

cover. The stone of which it is made 
is a coarse grained Parian marble.

Such was the way we welcomed 
back the ten spirits of the 
soldiers.

Simplicity is the keynote 
of the Shinto religion, and the return 
of the spirits of the soldiers was with- 
out demonstration. We are glad they 
came back, and became gods.

He is wise who learns by expe- 
rience of others instead of waiting to 
be taught by his own loss, and we,

UNE BUILDING THE GREATEST. 


Tell it not on the mountain tops, 

and publish it not in the streets of 
Denver. If you do, the Rocky Moun- 
tam editors will have a fit, for the 
building boom in the city of Los An- 
geles for the month of June is going 
to break all former records to smash. 
As it stands today, just three-quarters 
through the month, the value of per- 
mits iseved in Jane amounts to $2,155.- 
565, an increase over the same month 
to date a year ago of a little over a 
round $1,000,000. For the three weeks 
past the record now stands almost as 
high as for the whole record month of 
April last. 
„One bullding for which a permit was 
taken out figures at a round $1,000,000. 
A one-story class A bulldin® is to cost 
$150,000. Three brick buildings cost 
nearly $25,000 apiece. One will cost 
312,00. Nor is all the bullding during 
this month confined to immense bus!- 
ness structures like those just men- 
tioned. In the list figure 267 one-story 
cottages, the homes of the plain peo- 
ple, which will cost $273,723, or an 
average of a little over $1000 aplece. 
These buildings are being put up for 
actual homeseekers who are flocking 
here in hundregs and thousands. 

Two months ago the people of Den- 
ver proclaimed from the tops of their 
snow-covered eyries that it was all off 
with California forever, and that grass 
would grow in the streets of Los An- 
geles as son as the lava from the vol- 
cano of Vesuvius or somewhere else 
had cleared off to let vegetation come 
up again.

HE CONDUIT — IMPORTANT 


FACTS. 

In view of the many misstate- 
ments that Lave been and are being 
circulated relative to the Owens River 
project, some plain facts, which are 
not to be controverted, ought to be 
thoroughly fixed in the mind of every 
citizen. A few of these considera- 
tions may be briefly formulated as fol- 
lows: 

1. There is no evidence that the 
Owens River Valley, of itself, will 


suffer in any way by reason of the 
acquisition 


by Los Angeles of the 
water supply already purchased and 
paid for. 

2. The sale of the water-bearing 
lands was made by the owners volun- 
tarily, and these lands were purchased 
by the city in good faith. The city, 
therefore, has an indisputable and in- 
defeasible right to the waters and the 
lands so purchased. 

3. The granting of the right of way 
by the government for the conduit can 
do no harm to any interest, because 
the project is for a large and general 
public benefit, and not for the promo- 
tion of any private interest. If the 
public at large is to be greatly bene- 
fited, who can suffer to any serious 


extent? 


4. The right of way for the conduit 
is not asked for all purposes, as Rep- 
resentative Smith seemed to suppose, 
but only for the purpose of conveying 
water over it, and for power pur- 
poses, both to be controlled by the 
city of Los Angeles. 

5. A mere easement over the govern- 
ment land through which the conduft 
is to run, instead of a full, uncondl- 
tional right of way, to be purchased by 
the city outright, and owned by it in 
fee simple, will not and cannot be so 
entirely satisfactory to Los Angeles 
as she could wish. Should this govern. 
ment land ever be sold in parcels to 


confi 
greater than it would be were the city 
the absolute owner of the entire right 
of way. Im fact, to be safe from all 


interference, and secure in her right of 


eminent domain, the city should own 


and control the right of way and the 


requisite territory. 

6. Ample provision has been or will be 
made for the passage of live stock over 
the conduit. It cannot be asserted that 
the city has done nothing in the prem- 
ises, because it has done much already 
and is prepared to do more. The city 
therefore objecta to needless delay on 
the part of the government, but wishes 
to proceed as rapidly as possible for 
the consummation of the great object 
in view. Should an amendment be in- 
serted in the pending bill, which will 
forfeit the city’s rights through non- 


user within five years, such an amend- 


ment would probably not be objected 
to by the city authorities of Los Ange- 
les; for the work will be practically 
completed within four years, and there 
will be no danger of forfeiture in five 
years.

TUDYING PUBLIC OWNERSHIP, 


Public ownership of public and 
semi-public utilities has ceased to be 
in America an academic question. It 
will figure in the very near future in 
the political platforms of various par- 
ties In this country. One fundamental 


idea underlying the American govern- 


ment has always been that business is 
the concern of the individual, and not 


‘ef the people as represented by the 


government. The government's duty 
has been rcognized as simply to safe- 
guard the interest of individual against 
individual, and give each man an ab- 
solutely equal opportunity to do busi- 
ness according to his own best judg- 
ment in whatever line he might select. 

Partly as an outgrowth of our enor- 
mous development and the great vol- 
ume of business to be done in certain 
lines, partly as an imported idea from 
Europe, where public ownership is 
more or less practiced, and partly 
from the unjust discrimination which 
corporations have made favoring one 
industrial concern and putting obsta- 
cles in the way of rivals, there has 
grown up among us more or less of a 
feeling that the only remedy for exist- 
ing evils is public ownership of various 
public and semi-public utilities. 

Very naturally this new idea has 
mostly taken hold of municipal own- 
ership rather than ownership by the 
State. First, the immense population 
and consequent traffic, both passenger 
and freight, centering in the great cit- 
les, seem to offer a field where there 
is most necessity for public control of 
these utilities, and also where it may 
be made successful. There are, too, 
more concrete examples of municipal 
ownership and of its effect than of 
State ownership and its effect. But, 
of course, if this principle is found ap- 
plicable to utilities merely covering 
cities of large population, it will be 
very easy to extend it so as to embrace 
utilities covering the State, and the 
next step takes in the whole federa- 
tion of States. 

Without suggesting any contempt for 
public intelligence or public opinion, 
it may very reasonably be said in a 
broad way that as a people we know 
comparatively little about the merits 
of this subject. There is a school of 
political economists, so called, who 
will from this time on force this sub- 
ject upon the attention of all voters 
in the United States. They are a con- 
ceited, noisy and very superficial class 
of citizens. It will behoove the whole 
body of electors to inform themselves 
with all possible care upon the various 
elements entering into this subject. 

The Civic Federation of New York 
has acted with great wisdom in select- 
ing a committee embracing many men 
of affairs, students of political econ- 
omy, and persons devoted to progres- 
sive movements looking to the better 
general government of the cities of the 
country, to study this matter of public 
ownership in a profound way. The in- 
vestigation is narrowed down for the 
most part to municipal ownership, The 
committee left New York In the last 
week in May for Europe, and is ex- 
pected to make a report to the Civic 
Federation next December. In select- 
ing the committee, evidently great care 
was taken to make it an unbiased one, 
representing all shades of opinion as 
held upon the subject of municipal 
ownership at the present time. Among 
the members who have gone to Eu- 
rope are Melville E. Ingalls of Em- 
cinnati, an official of the Big Four 
Railroad; Prof. Frank J. Goodnow of 
Columbia Untversity, New York; Ka-

EMAND Fön OIL | 
GROWS GREATER. 


JAPAN WANTS TO BUY TWENTY 
‘MILLION BARRELS. 


The recent dispatches from Bakers- 
field regarding the sale of oil made by 
the Independents to the Associated, 
while thought to be a sign of weakness 
on the part of the Independents, is re- 
garded by oil men generally as a fore- 
runner of brighter days for the in- 
dustry. This impression has prevailed 
for two or three months past and re- 
curring events have only tended to 
strengthen the belief in question. 

It is now given out authoritatively 
that the Union Ol Company will be 
pumping oil through its pipe line 
across the Isthmus of Panama Au- 
gust 1. There are, at the present time 
in Japan, representatives of three 
great oll concerns from California, bid- 
ding on the 20,000,000 barrel contract 
for the Japanese government. These 
two facts alone are of immense im- 
portance to the trade for they mean 
that a large amount of oll will be 
taken from the local markets to sup- 
ply the foreign demand. 

CREATED BIG DEMAND. 

The low price of oll which has pre- 
valled for two years or „ while 
working an immediate and probably 
unjust hardship on the producer, has 
resulted in creating an enormous de- 
mand. The present production of the 
State can take care of all present de- 
mands, but the increased requirements 
in the prospective foreign 
trade, will, of course necessitate 
further drilling, and it also means bet- 
ter prices, which is the consummation 
wished for by the producer, 

At the pregent time, in all the flelds 
of the State, with the exception per- 


haps of Santa Maria and Coalinga, 
stocks are being drawn on day and 
the surplus is decreasing rapidly. 
These facts have already

paring to increase their production by 
drilling more wells. 

TWENTY MILLION BARRELS. 

As to the 20,000,000 barrel contract 
in Japan, it makes little difference who 
secures it, so long as it comes to Call- 
fornia, of which there seems to be no 
doubt. 

KERN FIELD FALLS OFF. 

As far as the coast trade is con- 
cerned, the Kern River field probably 
is the leading factor es it has been for 
three or four years, but the Kern 
River field will never be what it once 
was, and its daily output will never 
equal what it was in its palmy days. 
The production of this field is declin- 
ing at a rate at which those interested 
are not all willing to admit. 

The Associated is the 
marketing concern in that 
handles practically the entire output. 
Its own production, it is said, is barely 
6000 barrels per day. The balance it 
buys from the Independents, with 
which to fll its contracts, and if the 
Independents take a firm stand there 
is no question but that they will force 
a fair price from the Associated. 

As far as can be learned the Asso- 
clated is short of ofl and yet must 
have it to fill contracts already made. 
It has spent many thousands in the 
Santa Maria district, and yet has not 
produced a single barrel of oll there. 

SALT LAKE FIELD. 

The Salt Lake district, west of Los 
Angeles, is the one property they have 
on which to depend. The present out- 
put of this property is about 4000 or 
5000 barrels a day. 

This company recently renewed Its 
contract with the Southern Pacific 
Rallroad at a price it is said of 29 
cents, as against the former price of 
25 cents. Under this contract as under 
the former it is to deliver 10,000 bar- 
rels a day. When it is understood that 
under the former contract, the com- 
pany ran short nearly 2000 per day on 
ite deliveries, it will not be 2 
where they expect to secure 6000 - 
rels a day more, to ship to Japan, in 
case that contract came their way. 

Independents are alive to the 
fact that the Associated must have 
more oll than it can possibly produce 
in order to live. 

Relative to fuel oll, it is known that 
the Standard Oj! Company operates 
through the Associated, and for that 
reason the former concern is not taken 
into account. 

PRICES ARE HIGHER. 

In connection with local conditions 
it can be sald that the price of crude 
oll is higher and much stronger than 
at any former time for a year. All the 
storage oll at Whittier has been sold, 
and none is accumulating. At Fuller- 
ton there is no surplus and all the oll 
produced is taken at slightly advanced 
figures. In both there fields consid- 
erable new work is in progress 
good results are obtained.

“Although very short lived, hogs are 
more susceptible to tuberculosis than 
almost any other animal, I have al- 

ays opposed permitting the city’s 
waste to be fed to hogs, even that 
from the hotels and stores. Few cities 
permit it. 

“Smallpox, typhoid fever, tuberculo- 
sis, diphtheria, and other diseases are 
conveyed readily by means of waste. 
Garbage fairly reeks with such germa. 
That is the main reason the health 
Loards of the country all insist that a 
city’s waste shall be cremated. It ts 
the only sanitary method of dis 
of it.” 

Dr. Powers hesitated to express an 
opinion on the present disposition which 
the city Is making of its waste for the 
reason that he does not care to appear 
as criticising the street department 
or the Board of Public Works. The 
health office has nothing to do with 
collecting or destroying garbage.

GALTON SEA RISES. 


Nearly Four Feet increase Lately Reg 
fetered Upon Government Gauge 
and Flood Still Pours in. 
Another great rise in the Salton Sea 

scheduled last week on the gov- 
ment gauge at Salton. On June 11 
ft showed that the height of the flood 


on June 19 it rose to the unprecedented 
height of 62.02 feet. 

This rise of nearly four feet eans 
the submersion of thousands of acres 
of land extending for miles from the 
former edge of the sea, and stili the 
edded fiood of the Colorado River 
pours into the Salton Sink through the 
New River, which is cutting + deep 
channel across the face of the oer? 
Bngineers do not expect to be to 
Stop this inflow of water until next 
September. 

Meanwhile at an average rise of only 
two feet a week dt will add, for the ten 
weeks, 2 more feet, or a total to 
be expected Sf over seventy feet to the 
Gepth of Salton Sea’ befcre the flood 
is stopped.

The fact is, however, especially 
in Los Angeles, that hospitals 
pay more liberally and with 
greater certainty than the most 
blatantly announced and sensa- 
tionally advertised enterprises 
of other kinds.

Chicago’s Freight Tunnels. 

The Chicago freight subway, designed 
to relieve the streets of freight treffic 
in the circumscribed and congested 
business district, is now about ready) 
for operation. The area served is one 
and a quarter square miles, bounded 
by lake and river, and having on its 
cutekirts the terminals and freight 
houses of the leading rallroads enter- 
ing the city. Into direct underground 
connection with these the leading mer- 
cantile establishments of Chicago wil) 
now be brought. Tunnels have been 
run under nearly every street in the 
district, with spurs leading into the 
warehouse basements. These tunneis 
are some forty feet below the street 
surface, and bulldings are being ex- 
tended down to that level. The tun- 
nels are not designed to admit ordinary | 
raliroad freight cars. The gauge is only | 
two feet, and th: spectally designed | 
care have a capacity limited to fifteen 
tons. These cats can be raised and 
lewered on the warehouse elevators. 
When toaded in the store they are 
sent down inte the tunnel, by which 
they are taken to the desired rail- | 
way station. Then they are hoisted 
up there and run alongside the freight 
cars to be filled.

Manners and Anne Rittenhouse. Poetry 
and the customary departments devoted 
to theatrical matters and book reviews 
complete the number. 

A thoughtful and suggestive estimate 
of the real achievement of Henrik Ib- 
sen is a feature of the June 9 issue of 
Harpers Weekly. It is by William 
Morton Payne. Mr. Payne sums up, 
with admirable clearness and compre- 
hensiveness, Ibeen’s prime excellence. 
Ibsen's teaching, he says, has con- 
sistently been to the effect that a 
man’s rst duty is to be fully and 
frankly himself; “not the follower of a 
system, nor the reflection of a conven- 
tion, but a clear-cut personality, bear- 
ing upon his brow the stamp of ‘his in- 
dividual creation.” This, he T is 
the kernel of Ibsen's philosophy of con- 
duct. “Be something definite, in God's 
name—and better something bad than 
nothing at all—but if you do not have 
a distinctive character of any kind, 
there is nothing about you that is 
worth saving, nothing even for the re- 
forming process to work upon.” Mr. 
Payne traces the expression of this 

llosophy in the more striking of the 

pressive group of dramas that the 
great Norwegian has left to the world.

Here Rome’s most brilliant 
triumphs on sea and land, here the wisdom of 
her greatest statesmen, here the patriotism of her 
truest citizens will be matched and eclipsed by 
the ‘overshadowing. figures of Washington, Frank- 
lin, Anthony Wayne—mad Anthony in his enthusi- 
asm of patriotism—Montgomery, Lincoln, Grant, Sher- 
man, Sheridan, McKinley and Roosevelt. The story of 
Valley Forge, the crossing of the Delaware, and the 
battle of Trenton, that of Yorktown, Gettysburg, Shiloh, 
and a hundred others, will more than match the most 
brilliant achievements that make the history of ancient 
Rome fairly glow and burn. Our Irving will more than 
match their Tacitus; Poe tells wizard tales that no Ro- 
man writer can match; Prescott's histories make those 
of Livy look dim; while Lowell, Longfellow, Whittier, 
Bryant, Fitz-Greene Halleck, though they perhaps will 
not parallel Virgil and Horace, furnish comparisons for 
whom we need not blush. 


‘The student who masters Plutarch's Lives knows 
more of the history of Greece and Rome than 
the man who skims through all the pages of 
Mommsen’s wonderful history, or through Grote's 
history of Greece. If some writer would do for 
American history what Plutarch did for that of 
Greece and Rome, he would give us an exceedingly won- 
derful book. The man who knows the great achieve- 
ments of a few great men knows vastly more of the his- 
tory of the country than the one who tries to learn if 
detail the minute achievements of the whole population. 
A few stories well selected from the exploits of John 
Paul Jones, of the ill-fated Capt. Lawrence, of the bat- 
tles of the Revolution and those of the Civil War, would 
be a vastly better common schoo! text-book than the 
conglomeration of incoherently stated facts thrown to- 


into children’s hands. 


Once again Old Glory on the Fourth of July floats over 
a thoroughly united country. These annals from the 
history of the nation need breathe no narrow spirit of 
section or party. They should be thoroughly national. 
The school teacher in the Southern States should not 
hesitate to give every credit to Gen. McClellan for the 
admirable strategy with which the battle of Antietam 
was planned. So, too, in the North. The teacher 
can well afford to give due credit for bravery 
and generalship to the men who fought on the 
other side. It Pickett’s ruthless and fruitless charge 


the battle of Gettysburg was only the work of a mad- 
man leading a band of poltroons, then we won but little 
glory on that famous field. Americans fought under 
the Stars and Stripes. and misguided Americans fought 
under the Stars and Bars, but none of us need hesitate to 
say that on both sides the men fought like real Ameri- 
cans. 


A nation of people without national enthusiasm, for 
that is all patriotism is, is a nation which has already 
entered upon its decadence. Let the big Chinese bomb

measure, who aim to espouse every cause for sake of the 
right, for the justice to be done, who are the real ban- 
ner bearers of the legal profession; and such lawyers, 
such students of jurisprudence should occupy the heights 
of judicial power, steadily conducting the stream of civ- 
lization from the fields of law to the adjacent plain of 
morality. 

However, the prosecution of right in courts of law, the 
pleading of a cause before a legal tribunal, these in 
themselves are not the law, but simply the evidences 
that law exists—the legal forms or processes arising 
from an underlying cause or principle of government in 
accordance with which the actions of rational moral be- 
ings are to be regulated. 

In reviewing the entire scale of moral attributes, what 
virtue may be said to be greater than that of justice’ 
Many, quick to be generous, are slow to be just. Even 
love itself is not always accompanied by justice. Man- 
kind are ever prone to do either more or less; to give 
too much or too little, but rarely enough. They will 
censure or praise, expect the minimum or maximum of 
service, compensation, reward or punishment, but sel- 
dom do men and women either exact or return an ‘equiv- 
alent. 

It is for the express purpose of establishing a system 
of equivalents that the law is invoked. For sake of 
supplying the deficiencies due to misdirected efforts, and 
restraining the excesses or violence of individual actions 
for the protection of society as a whole the lawyer 1s 
called into the field. To restore the civil and political 
balance by promoting social order through administra- 
tion of justice, is the special function of the legal pro- 
Tession, the superlative degree of responsibility placed 
both upon the members of the bar and of the bench. 


It is not enough, therefore, that the lawyer should be 
familiar with legal technicalities, that he should know 
the letter of the law without interpreung its spirit, 
without understanding the forms of mind out of which 
law evolved and the class of characters to which legal 
rules are to be applied. Moreover, for adequate compre- 
hension of the breadth and scope of legal questions, and 
the successful application of rules of justice, the lawyer 
who stands at the apex of his profession will have ap- 
propriated to himself the stored wisdom of the past 
and the light of the present, following thought in its 
progress from epoch to epoch in the history of the the- 
ory and practice of law. Thus the ideal judge or the 
advocate, will have traced the historical course of crime 
and punishment, following the evolution of law as such, 
from the primitive mass of undifferentiated moral max- 
ims, separating, elucidating, discriminating the great 
essentials in law from the unessentials, with a constant 
and steady view of the philosophy of conduct as ex- 
pressed in the actions of individuals and of nations. 

In this way finer distinctions will obtain in the care 
and classification of criminals; and moral failure aris: 
ing from organic weakness or temporary systemic dis- 
turbance will not be crudely confounded with vicious- 
ness, abject moral deterioration, while the errors and 
misdemeanors of immaturity, even when appearing in 
those past the “legal age or majority, will be dealt with 
in a manner subserving the best interests of the indi- 
vidual and highest ends of society as well as fulfilling 
the demands of the law. 

For the fulfillment of the law @ught to be such as to 
redound to the credit of the Jawmakers, casting no 
shadow upon those who interpret and those who en- 
force and execute the law.

In the ideal lawyer, then, we expect not alone a man 
or woman trained in the technicalities of the legal pro- 
fession, nor yet one skilled solely in the arts of compo- 
sition and rhetoric, capable of clear, logical and con- 
vincing discourse or argumentation, but all of this, to- 
gether with genuine ethical worth and real scholarly at- 
tainments, eagnest, sincere, pressing conscientiously for- 
ward to keep pace with the onward march of progress. 

The more, then, is the pity that mere glibness of 
tongue, or engaging suavity, should pass for legal discre- 
tion or a transcendant judicial and critical capacity. 
What room should be given in the royally-crowned legal 
profession heralded as the “majesty of the law,” to the 
shallow trickster, the plausible demagogue, or to the 
avaricious pettifogger, whose sole employment of the 
“Judicial” faculty is to dazzle, to confuse with make- 
shifts and high-sounding technicalities, the poor dupes - 
who become the innocent prey for countless numbers of 
legalized leeches. 

How deplorable the fact that those endowed with a 
slippery cleverness to dodge questions and to escape 
through the saving loopholes of technicality should 
be dignified with the name of legal counsel—often hold- 
ing at stake the fame and fortune of temporarily im- 
prudent or indiscreet citizens. What a disgrace to the 
profession that its consclenceless members should share 
the spoils of dastardly crime and corruption, pleading 
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struing its intent and enforcing and executing the law 
as a limiting power upon the individual to insure the 
establishment of justice, the freedom and protection of 
society—these are the momentous issues, the grave, por- 
tentous concerns of the municipality, state and nation 
upon which the honest and conscientious lawyers must 
bend every effort, if through legal counsel and Influ- 
ence and judicial authority, the safety of government 
and cohesion of society are to be effected.

YounG AMERICAN WINS RECONI- 
TION OF EUROPE’s NAVIES. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ERLIN, May 31.—Capt. Simon Lake, inventor and | 


builder of deadly submarine torpedo boats—those 

unseen monsters of the sea which are destined to 
make naval warfare truly hellish—is a living and prac- 
tical Mlustration that a “prophet is not without honor 
save in his own land.” For this keen young Connecti- 
cut mechanical engineer, who plodded away at Bridge- 
port for years without friends, without influence and 
without capital, to win the recognition of his own coun- 
try’s naval authorities, and failed, is settled in Berlin, 
where his merits have attracted the earnest attention of 
the naval experts of all Europe. Russia has bought and 
paid for half a dozen of his boats, and Germany, under 
the eye of Kaiser Wilhelm himeelf, will give exhaustive 
trials to one specially constructed for the German fleet. 
The trials will take place during the Kiel regatta week 
in the North Sea at the end of June. If they are suc- 
cessful Lake will receive an order for a formidable flo- 
tilla of his death-dealing craft. 

The story of Lake's struggle for a hearing in his na- 
tive country is food for an economic-political romance. 
His inspiration to invent a submarine was an invita- 
tion issued by the Washington Navy Department in 1893 
to naval architects and engineers interested in the de- 
sign and construction of submarine torpedo boats to sub- 
mit plans for such a vessel for the United States Navy. 

Agreeably to this invitation Capt. Lake, then only 27 
years of age, submitted a design and specifications for a 
submarine boat. Because of technical informality in 
his proposal and the fact that he would give no bond in

guaranty of performance, his bid was rejected, although 
his design won praise from many of the department's 
technical experts. The award, as the public knows, went 
to the Holland company, and the original “Plunger” was 
begun at the Columbian Iron Works. in Baltimore, Md., 
in 1895. 

Young Lake, undeterred by his failure to secure gov- 
ernmental recognition, pursued his own way in proving 
the soundness of the principles upon which his design 
was based. In the fall of 1894, at Atlantic Highlands, 
N. J., he built a crude affair of modest dimensions em- 
bodying the more important features of his design, and 
in the spring following, gave public demon- 
stration of the fundamental soundness of his 
scheme. That craft was hardly more than an exagger- 
rated box on wheels. Its dimensions were: Length, 14 
feet; height, 5 feet, and maximum beam, 4% feet. The 
body was made of two courses ef yellow pine planking, 
lined with felt, and coated outside with coal tar to make 
it water-tight. The vessel was designed to float upon 
the surface and to crawl upon the water bed under the 
impulse of two criving wheels. 

Th air compressor was a small plumber's hand pump, 
and the diving dress was a very modest creation of ais 
own.

In 1901, with a wealth of practical accomplishment, 
Capt. Lake again turned his attention to the military 
adaptation of his type and sought the Navy Department 
with that in view. In his new design he embodied cer- 
tain important features that had not been tried in his 
earlier boats. 

In 1901 the submarine had become, however, a politi- 
cal question backed by a well-intrenched corporate in- 
fluence, and it was not in the gift of the Navy Depart- 
ment to give Capt. Lake substantial encouragement. 
The Board of Construction, before whom he laid his 
plans, however, was so impressed with his designs and 
the record of performances on the part of the earlier 
Argonauts, that it recommended that no more boats of 
the Holland type be authorized specifically, but that 
the whole question be left open to competition. In Con- 
gress he failed likewise of material encouragement, but 
his appearance halted further partisan legislation. With 
this scant measure of assurance, and by the advice of the 
chiefs of the technical bureaus of the department, Lake 
began the construction of the “Protector,” which, at the 
time of her departure from this country, probably rep- 
resented an outlay of little short of $400,000 on the part 
of a private enterprise; and meant, for this government, 
a saving of millions by halting further legislation for a 
type that has so far proved entirely unequal to the task 
for which it was designed, and which has met but mod- 
estly only a part of the requirements outlined in the cir- 
cular of 189%—the extravagant promises to meet which 
first gained for the type governmental recognition. 

The Protector was launched at Bridgeport, Ct, in 
November of 1902, and in January of 1903 she made her 
first surface runs. It was not until May, however, that 
the vessel was thoroughly prepared to operate as a sub- 
marine boat. 

The Protector was sold to Russia, and was sent over- 
land to Viadivostok, but was not received by the ill- 
fated naval authorities of the Czar at the Pacific port 
until too late for use against the Japanese in the mem- 


‘orable operations of 1994 and 1906. The Russian admi- 


ralty, however, was so delighted with her achievements 
in trials that orders for duplicates of the Protector have 
followed close upon one another until altogether six 
Lake boats are now either built or in process of con- 
struction, to carry the Czar’s flag. One of them, the 
Sig, made a run from Kronstadt to Libau in October of 
last year, which for endurance, speed and firing power 
established a record hitherto unequaled in submarine 
craft history. The firing was done under twenty-nine 
feet of water. It was the extraordinary feat performed 
by the Sig that made the navies of all Burope wake up 
to the fact that its inventor was a genius worth cultiva- 
ting, and Lake's “workshop”—an elaborate set of engi- 
neering offices in the Universitat strasse in Berlin—are 
now the Mecca for naval! and marine architects and engi- 
neers from all corners of Europe. Only the designing 
department is located in Berlin. When boats are or- 
dered, Lake and a staff of his engineers journey to the 
country into whose service they are destined to enter, 
and the work of construction is completed in all secrecy - 
at the point where the vessel is eventually to be 
launched. Work on two submarines for Russia is now 
in progress under Lake's direction at the shipyards on 
the Neva, in St. Petersburg. 

On the roof of the office building in which the Lake 
Offices in Berlin are located, the inventor has erected a 
unique contrivance for testing submarine ideas. It con- 
sists of a huge iron tank twenty feet in diameter, with 
water depth of six feet, covered with a glass top. Capt. 
Lake has perfected a scheme of pumping currents into 
the tank, so that the water may be agitated at will by 
light of strong under waves. He is thus able to meas- 
ure accurately the resisting power and freaks of water 
when it comes into contact with submarine craft. Noth- 
ing of the sort has ever been fashioned before.

been a meteor, or falling star, which descended in Stone 
County, Mo. it fell within two hundred feet of the 
cabin of John Mitchell, who lives about thirty miles 
from here, He was badly frightened by the noies and 
light, being out of the house getting wood at the time 
it struck the earth. It is formed of metal and stone, 
is yellow in color, round in shape, with flat sides, weighs 
six pounds and is a peculiar molten mass from some far 
away planet. It can be seen at the Water Shipping 
Depot of John 8. Tilden.” 

The description of the stone is as follows: 
Yellowish brown in color. 

Diameter, 7 1-4 inches. 

Circumference, 22 1-4 inches. 
Weight, 6 Ibs., 1 ounce. 

Almost round in shape. 

Thickest place in center, 2 1-2 inches. 


plainly in many of the checkered seams, these cracks re- 
semble an old alligator skin. 

The metal at one point comes to the surface, forming 
a place half an inch in diameter and looks like an old 
cannon shell would if the fuse to it was broken off. The 
metal formation and that showing in the seam or cracks 
is now dusty, except where white spots the size of pin 
heads are shown. These white spots are where the 
metal has become bright from persons handling the 
meteor. 

The metal runs in various forms and shapes al! 
through this peculiar molten mass; on the edge of the 
meteor metal three-fourths of an inch wide, seems to 
have been running out before it cooled off. In another 
place on the edge, the metal has formed an oblong hole 
half an inch long, one-fourth of an inch wide and one- 
sixteenth of an inch thick, with a depression in the cen- 
ter. Metal in places is edgeways between the other mass 
and ‘then spread out in irregular masses. It is volcanic 
in apearance. 

This meteor fell near the cabin home of John Mitchell 
in the southwest part of Stone county, Missouri, on the 
night of November 12, 1884, at about 9 o'clock. Mr. 
Mitchell, who was an eye witness to its descending, 
signed the following account of it. Below is a printed 
copy of his statement ag given in a letter of that date: 

“On the night of November 12, 1884, at about 9 o'clock 
at night, I went out to get a backlog for the fireplace. 
I heard a terrible cracking sound over my head, the air 
smelied like sulphur, and it was very light all around 
me, and this ball of fire fell near the house. It all 
passed in a minute, but sparks came down two or three 
minutes afterward. My wife heard it, and ran to the 
door. I couldn't find anything that night, but was up at 
daybreak and went out again. Nearly 200 feet from the 
house. where the ball of fire went down, I found a big 
bush cut square in two and a hole in the ground. My 
wife and I dug it up. It was down over two feet. Joe 
Anderson. who saw the light, came by the next morning 
and said it was a fallen star.”

Hou or Ramona, INDIAN RELICS 
AND THE Parry PINE. 


By a Special Contributor. 


ROM the head of Peak San Jacinto, which is white 
with snow from December to June, the old ridge 
breaks away into the desert of the Colorado River 
on the one side, while on the other it trends over peaks 
which have taken some fearful leaps into the valleys far 
below. Here wooded “parks” abound, while open 
stretches present the soft glow of velvet hues from a 


For about twenty-five miles over these apparently in- | 
accessible heights there is an old and seemingly endless 
trail, a trail so old and so seldom used these days that 
it has been almost lost to memory of living man. 


How often must it have been taken by the Indians! 
For in all these beauteous little valleys which nestle in 
under these wild peaks beside the streams of living wa- 
remains of Indian camps which show that 
they lived in these very regions; and it is here that 
Mrs. Jackson placed the last resort for the home of Ra- 
mona and Allesandro. 


This old trail keeps generally to the ridge for about 
twenty-five miles, dropping ever lower, until at last it | 
reaches Van de Venter Fiat at about 4500 feet elevation. | 

The transition has been so gradual from the mighty | 
firs and pines of the greatest elevation that you are al- 
most startied by the entire absence of these trees in Van 
de Venter Fiat, and it is only far, far back against the 
sky line that the defiles of pines can be seen standing 
like sentinels on every jagged peak. 


All this Van de Venter Fiat is set with a low growth 
of manzanitas, scrub oak and buckthorn, so low and 80

It became neces- 
sary for him to keep his guns ever ready in the loop- 
holes. 

One day he went away from the fort, but left his gun 
just inside the door, arranged by a spring so that if an 
Indian entered during his absence, the gun would go off 
as the door opened. Returning late and tired, he quite 
forgot this arrangement, and it was merely accident that 
he did not lose his own life through the trick he had ar- 
ranged for an Indian. 

„ The old man Van de Venter is said to have 
been a great fighter with Indians, and he taught his sons 
that “the only way to get rid of Indians is to kill one or 
two, and then all the others will be in fear and keep 
away.” 

Gradually, from the time he bought the old fort and 
began dealing with the Indians in his own style, the 
troubles became less, and the Indians gave up their 
lands, went to other regions, or dwelt here and there in 
recesses of the higher mountains round about. 


The surveys of the Southern Pacific Railroad which 
have been carried on of late years, in the desert ridges 
of the San Jacinto Mountains, have almost touched Van | 


de Venter Fiat, and though for so long a real homestead, 
it could never be “taken up” as a claim, of course. 

Now there is a quiet time in the Flat, and the soft air 
comes and goes from desert to valley, and the miracle of 
bud and blossom is under the noble oaks and at the foot 
of the willows in the waterway; while the aureole of 
the desert’s sun lingers over two mounds of earth heaped 
just outside the homestead’s inclosure, where rests old 
man Van de Venter beside his Mexican wife. 


Coyote Cafion runs down from Santa Rosa 
Peak, trending seaward, and crosses Van de Venter 
at its western extremity. Over its ragged 
sometimes winds for days and days, scarce 
breath of air and following trails which 
can see but which lose themselves in the clouds that 
hang above Warner’s Ranch and Lost Valley.

Along the old trail which winds up to their summer 
home you are surprised by footprints which have plainly

Your guide calls back: “What?” and after you have 
repeated the question, replies carelessly: “O! That's 
‘Sprouts,’ of course. Her mother wears sandals, but she 
always wears shoes, and patent leather at that! She's 
high-toned, you k@ow; going to marry some of us white 
men, sure. Only thing is—she’s so shy. Runs off de- 
fore you can speak to her. You'll see her running like a 
deer, before you get near.” 

When at length you approach the adobe hut, you see 
in the leaf-covered porch a pair of high-heeled patent- 
leather-tipped boots, but although you are pleasantly 
greeted by the old people, and you rest and accept a 
drink, the young lady remains invisible, 

The dainty shoes are in singular contrast to the san- 
dals wrought from the fiber of the century plant, which 
the old people are wearing. 

A basket made for carrying water shows a beautiful 
pattern in the ebony of the maiden-hair stalk worked in 
among various rich browns, yellows and gold. 

A palisaded corral for the cattle is near at hand, and 
a fence is also made from the same small tree trunks; 
while everything shows a certain thrift. a 

In this little valley, a tiny spring gushes forth, while 
flowers sre staining all the heights. Surely these In- 
dians know where it is best to live. They keep cattle 
and make a good living. Does not their daughter wear 
high-heeled boots and gaily-colored calicoes? 

These old Indians say they have a tradition that their 
fathers planted the Parry pines in Coyote Cafion, from 
seed brought they know not whence, for the purpose of 
having nuts to use. They still keep up the practice of 
gathering these nuts each year, and storing them. 

This may account for the peculiar existence of this 
pine in a region where it has no “right,” as it were. 


The cones of the Parry pine are one to two inches 
long, globose, and mature yearly. The scales open 
widely, allowing the seeds to fall away, and are un- 
armed and of so delicate a formation that they scarce 
endure to a second season. The seeds are an inch long, 
and can be crushed between the fingers, so slender and 
thin they are, and yet they are not furnished with any 
wing or other means of transportation. 

The tree is called the “Parry pine” in honor of Dr. 
Parry, who was in earlier years so prominent a figure 
in California’s botanical expeditions.

Soon after entering the city we reach the spot w 
the scourging of Christ is supposed to have taken place, 
and where there now stands a Turkish barrack. Then 
we pass up the long, narrow street until we come to a 
modern-looking arch across it called the “Ecce Homo” 
arch. We enter a door on the right and get some evi- 
dence of the antiquity of the site and some proof of the 
statement that here Pilate exclaimed: “Behold the 
Man!” For beneath the present building is the chapel, 
and here are good remains of low Roman arches, with a 
low niche between them, and at the west end of the 
chapel is solid natural rock, with a slit in it as if for a 
portcullis and with a niche like the one between the 
arches for a figure, or perhaps for an aumbry. The worn 
Roman pavement is still here, and scratched upon it are 
squares for a game, with which the watchers probably 
wiled away their time. Perhaps a game was being 
played when in the early morning the outcrying crowd 
came with their Prisoner from Calaphas to Pilate, and 
in all probability this is the very pavement over which 
Christ passed. The solid arches and worn stones speak 
more pleadingly, more forcefully, than all the gewgaws 
of ceremony that painfully disfigure nearly every sacred 
site in Palestine. Passing up again to the level of the 
Jerusalem of today, through the home of the Sisters of 
Zion that now covers this site, we pass along this “way 
of pain.” The strange inscriptions at some of the spots 
where the notable incidents of Christ’s passage were en- 
acted strike incongruously, for at the spot where Mary 
met her Son the legend upon the wall runs: “Sanctu- 
aire, Notre Dame du Spasm,” and as I halt to copy down 
these words a group of veiled Moslem women look on 
peering from above their thick vell@& At the place 
where Simeon of Cyrene took the Cross from Christ in 
the wall a stone is shown with a dent in it said to have 
been caused by Christ's arm resting on it; and the sense 
of sadness increases as we pass on and reach the Church 


of the Holy Sepulcher, where the natural rock is wholly | 


hidden, save at one little slit, by the ornamentation, the 


marble, the gold and silver, and the clusters of swing- | 
ing lamps of the various churches. It incites intense 
sadness to go over this thurch or cluster of churches to- | 
day, and to hear the monotonous harsh mechanical | 


chant of sect after sect, as each in turn in their chapels, 
or at their especial time, takes up its position before 
the various altars and harshly intones One feels im- 
pelied to go on to see those supposed sites where John 
and Mary stood, where the blood from the dying Christ 
fell down upon Adam's skull, who was buried beneath. 
One looks at the crack in the Chapel of the Sepulcher 
whence the fire issues on Easter eve, and notes the holes 
for the candies to be inserted to get light from this so- 
called miraculous fire. A Greek priest is standing by the 
altar, but one yearns to get out into the air away from 
the darkness and gloom, and in eagerness one passes 
the Moslem guard at the doors, out into the courtyard, 
and again into the street, and, with an overwhelming 
feeling of sadness, take again the Via Dolorosa, but turn- 
ing to the left, reach the great gate of Damascus and 
breathe again. 

A Turkish officer and guard gallop out as I stand look- 
ing up at the grand gate; I hastily blot myself against 
the wall, just as in old days a Roman officer in haughty 
contempt might have ridden down the crowd as he 
issued from the gates; but I, too, pass out of this gate 
with its massive towers and embattled walls, and in the 
full sunlight turn down the broad road to the right, and 
see ahead a little hill, jutting suddenly up from the more 
level ground. Two little caverns form as it were two 
eyes. This is Golgotha, the place of a skull. A hedge 
of prickly pear and a fig tree grows on the lower slope; 
a wall runs around the summit of the hill, for it isa 
Moslem cemetery now; but one can penetrate the cac- 
tus hedge, and stand beneath the fig tree in silence be- 
neath the blue dome of sky, and here nearly grasp the 
stupendous event of the Crucifixion. There is the great 
gateway of the city, and the mighty walls on which the 
mocking crowd might cluster. 


Beneath the walls and round the base of the little hill 
were gathered once curious sightseers and the little band 
of weeping followers; and above against the darkened 
sky rose the three crosses. Whether this spot be indeed 
the place of Crucifixion or not, it so tallies with the Bib- 
lical narrative that at least without the fierce intrusion 
of superstition one can in reverential thought stand here 
and strive to comprehend the vast outcome of that event. 

A little way round thé hill in the garden is the garden 
tomb discovered by Gordon, which even, if it is not the 
actual tomb, is surely a more fitting memorial than the 
tricked-out rock we had looked upon in the Church of 
the Sepulcher. 


From this garden one can enter the square little cham- 
ber, carved out of the solid rock, turn down the one or 
two steps on the right, and stand in the rock tomb. As 
one stands at these steps there are three tombs scooped 
out, the one assigned to Christ is on the left, the two 
unused ones are on the right. There is no crowd here to 
interrupt thought, nothing but an empty tomb in a gar- 
den outside the city’s walls: and it was in such a tomb 
that He was laid, who now, in spite of superstition and 
faction, sways the world by His teaching of love and 
peace, as no earthly monarch ever swayed it. And so it 
is good even today to walk from the Mount of Olives to 
Calvary.

BRITISH NEGRO SOLDIERS. 


STANDING AND or BLACK Wan- 
ons FOR WEST AFRICAN WARFARE. 


[Toronto Globe:] It can be safely said of most of the 
West African tribes recruited in the British service that 
they are a splendid body of men, who take fighting as 
they take their binchi (Hausa for food.) In fact the 
only time they are ever known to really grumble is when 
provisions are hard to obtain. The ration allowance on 
service is one or two yams per diem, according to size. 
This dietary is, however, regulated by circumstances, 
and not infrequently they are left to their own resources 
to find food when it is not possible to obtain supplies 
at friendly villages. The native will never admit hav- 
ing eaten sufficient, and will, when questioned after a 


tended stomach, and, with a smile on his face, say, 
“Babu binchf' (No food). 

So many tribes are recruited from, it would be too 
great a task to enumerate the various types fully. In 
Northern Nigeria the Hausa is chiefly enlisted: 
Mohammedan and is a born fighter. The 
Lagos is also mainly composed of Hausas, 
down trading from Kano, Sokoto, Zaria and 
country places. Then there is the Fulani 
though not so ardent a soldier as the Hausa, 
ally engaged in cattle raising—in features 
quite different from the Hausa. 

The Yomba, who comes from the Lagos Hinterland, is 
inclined to be of a more cheerful disposition than the 
Hausa, and is a much cleaner soldier, enjoying when 
possible a daily wash, to which the Hausa, like most 
other natives, has usually no great affinity. Though it 
cannot be said that the Yomba is a better fighter than 
the Hausa, he has the very desirable qualification of re- 
maining steadier under fire, so that it is best when pos- 
sible to operate with a mixed body of Hausas and Yom- 
bas. The maintenance of order and discipline is a dif- 
cult task with such bodies of men, and it needs one pos- 
sessing a good temper, patience and tact at the head of 
affairs. 

One strong point in favor of the West African soldier 
is that he does not bear malice for any punishment in- 
Hicted upon him. His confidence in the justness and 


impartiality of the Baturi (white man) is so strong as 
to quite obliterate any feelings of resentment. The 
usual answer given to the question, “Are you ‘fit’ to do” 
a certain thing, put to a soldier, is, “Supposin’ you tell 
me make I go do so, I go do so.” ö 

Taking into consideration the fact that the West Afri- 
can soldier receives the same pay as the British imperial 
soldier, i. e., 1 shilling per diem, with 1 shilling per diem 
good-conduct pay, and is really more generously treated 
in the way of kit, his lot is by no means @ poor one, 
since he can support himself and his family on about 3 
pence per diem. Nothing could better illustrate the un- 
healthiness of the climate in these parts than the grant- 
ing by the Colonial Office of four months’ leave, not 
counting the voyage to and fro, after every twelve 
months residential service out there on full pay. And 
it is a hard matter to get permission, should one desire 
it, to remain a short while overtime. A medical exami- 
nation is held and it rests entirely with the doctors as 
to whether the applicant is permitted to do so or not.

If 
your parent stock is strong and vigorous, of good type 
and shape, your idea of mating a cockerel (a bird less 
than a year old) to your hens is not at all bad, and will 
give you good results, other things being equal.

Programme of Field Work. 


F any one thinks that the United States Forest Serv- 

ice is not giving California sufficient attention, he 
should see the programme of what has been done during 
the month just passed. Thé work is divided into five 
heads, namely, Work under the direct supervision of 
Forester Pinchot, Forest Management, Dendrology, For- 
est Products and Forest Extension. In each of the re- 
serves of Kiamath, Trinity, Tahoe, Sierra and Shasta, a 
special agent has been examining the proposed cuttings 
to be offered for sale; one agent has been investigating 
commercial species of trees generally; study of the tan 
bark oaks of the State has been made; special study of 
the four-leafed, Torrey and Bishop pines; study of 
planted timber and of State forest lands in coéperation 
with the university; study of nurseries and planting 
work in the Santa Barbara and San Gabriel reserves; 
test of strength of eucalyptus woods; experiments in 
seasoning and treating telephone and other poles for 
electric wires in coéperation with the electric com- 
panies of Southern California, have been carried on, and 
examinations of lands for new forest reservations, ad- 
ditions to and eliminations from existing forest reserves. 

In addition to this, the Forest Supervisors have been 
delegated to follow out certain work In the study of 
the individual Conditions of the territory of each. Study 
plans for reforesting, to follow the experiences of the 
work in this line done in the local reserves, have been 
made for five other States and Territories. Comprehen- 
sive programmes have been carried out to assist the 
States where no forest reservations have been made, 
and some of the heaviest work of the service has deen 
done in directing and fostering the forest interests of 
the country at large, irrespective of the conservation of 
the water supplies. In this work, almost every State 
of the Union has been helped by the execution of the 
May programme. When it is known that the adminis- 
tration is rapidly getting into shape a real national for- 
estry system, the agricultural interests of the coun- 
try will realize the importance of the new deal that gives 
control of these matters into the hands of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. It is a long lane that has no turn- 
ing, and the turn has come. 

Liberal Privileges to Farmers. 


Mik free policy of the Forest Service toward the set- 

tlers near the forest reserves may be known by the 
following regulation: The free use privilege may be 
granted to settlers, farmers, prospectors, or similar per- 
sons who may not reasonably be required to purchase, 
and who have not on their own lands or claims, or on 
lands controlled by them, a sufficient or practicable sup- 
rly of timber or stone for the purposes named in the 
It may also be granted to school and road dis- 
tricts, churches, or coéperative organizations of settlers 
desiring to construct roads, ditches, reservoirs, or Ami- 
lar improvements for mutual or public benefits. Free 
use of any material to be employed in any business will 
be refused, as, for example, to sawmill owners, proprie- 
tors of large establishments or commercial enter- 
prises, and companies and corporations. The free use 
privilege will not be given to any trespasser. | 

Whether an applicant is entitled to free use or not 
must be determined by the forest officer who receives 
the application. In all cases not clearly covered by the 
letter of the regulations he should be guided by their 
spirit, especially as expressed by the term “those who 
may not reasonably be required to purchase,” and by the 
distinction of personal and commercial use. A member 
of a corporation is not necessarily debarred from the 
free use of fuel for his own home, although his abil- 
ity to secure it from another source should be consid- 
ered, if the réserve supply is limited and in demand by 
more needy applicants. On the other hand, although a 
settler may receive a liberal allowance for his own use, 
he is not entitled to free material for sale or profit. 
There is no more reason in giving a hotel-keeper or a 
merchant timber without charge solely to build or warm 
his hotel or store, than for giving him a stock of goods, 
yet it need not be refused the proprietor of a sman 
establishment when it will be used chiefly by himself 
and his family. Prospectors should be assisted to de- 
velop their properties, but owners of revenue-producing 
mines should be required to buy. 


Forests as Revenue. 


URING the year 1905 the sales of timber from the 
national reserves were as follows: 

The largest sales so far made are 71,466,537 board feet 
from South Dakota; 68,255,916 from Wyoming; and 
5.327.448 from Utah. 

In sales of wood for fel South Dakota led with 
"9.844% cords: Arizona followed with 16,649; and Colo- 
rodo with 10,795%. The total number of cords sold was 
74.129. 

In sales of posts and poles Montana led with 119,500, 
followed by Wyoming with 230,750, and Colorado with 
13,988. The total number sold was 188,74. 


The largest timber sales were made in Wyoming, 
where they reached $143,894.81. South Dakota's sales 
ranked second in value, amounting to $78,958.24, and Col- 
orado’s to $23,937.97.

Revival of Home Canning. 


ROM the iate developments in the meat 
tories at Chicago and other places of w 
gusting details have been given in the pu 
may expect a return for some time to the 
of fruits and vegetables. Not that the frui 
bles trade in canned goods will suffer so directly, or 
serve to suffer, but there will be less canned meats used 
and hence the greater demand for home production. The 
art of canning fruits and vegetables is happily not a lost 
one with a large number of the housewives of the country, 
and when necessity or economy make it advisable to re- 
sume the science of preserving things with their original 
flavor, color and structure, we may depend upon the 
housekeeper to meet the emergency. of 
canning upon a large commercial scale has forced the 
de- 
and 


adoption of extremely high temperature in order to 
stroy the decomposing agents that threaten the life 
quality of our preserved fruits and vegetables. 
who use canned meats, fish, bivalves and some kinds of 
vegetables may be pleased to know that the exigencies 
of packing-house work make it necessary to put up these 
goods under a temperature of 250 degrees Fahr. It even 
common decency gives to the canner pure stock, under 
these conditions, there will be little danger of poisoning 
or disease, unless the user allows the cans to stand open 
too long before using. 

With fruits and vegetables this high temperatdre is 
detrimental to the color, tissue and flavor of the goods. 
Under this high temperature the material becomes 
mushy, the plant albumen coagulated and much of the 
flavor destroyed, and while the problem of perfect can- 
ning has been solved very well by the commercial can- 
ners, there is yet some work to be done before the con- 
tents may be considered perfect. We may apprehend a 
large increase in the consumption of commercially-pre- 
pared fruits and vegetables as a result of the exposures 
at Chicago, and so it should be for health until the pack- 
ers of meats put out a clean and wholesome product, If 
the consumption of fruits and vegetables is to be in- 
creased by these revelations no one is more interested 
in this subject than the housewife who attempts to put 
up her own supplies. In canning home supplies the art 
of perfect exclusion of the air is only one of the requis- 
ites. The spores of all the elements of decay must de 
killed. It is wise to use only fresh stock in the first 
place, as the number of spores are very small compared 
with those of the same material when allowed to be- 
come the least bit stale. One reason for the uniform suc- 
cess of home canning with the best skill to be had is that 
the housewife looks to this feature most carefully, while 
in none but the best commercial canneries do they suc- 
ceed in sterilizing the material before the breaking- 
down process is under way. With a temperature as high 
as the tissue and flavor of the stock will bear, with ab- 
solute cleanliness of the cans to be used and with per- 
fect exclusion of the air there should be no ptomaine pol- 
soning possible, and there requisites can be secured in 
the average kitchen without fail. As this is the time 
for preparation for canning, the family provider should 
see that the fruiis and vegetables to be used are of the 
best quality, and under no consideration buy stock that 
is off quality because it is cheap. If wholesome home 
preparations are to be made, much care should be used 
in securing the best material by going to the farms or 
the best fruit merchants and buying nothing that is not 
properly ripened and that has not been properly and 
promptly handled to the market. We may look to see 
the family larder filled with good home-made products 
as it has not been for many years because of the suspi- 
cion that has been thrown upon canned meats and be- 
cause there will be plenty of good vegetables and fruit 
offered this year to those woh wish to do their own can- 
ning. To the great majority who canpot put up their 
own canned, goods, it is well to buy nothing but per- 
fectly preserved food; to those who can their own goods 
it should be remembered that whatever the method the 
essentials are the destruction of all organisms and spores, 
and of protecting the material from infection after it 
is canned. This should be done at as low a temperature 
as possible in preservation and hence the necessity of 
using only the freshest and best of stock. 
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The Woolly Aphis.

There is so much reality to these stories of big soil 
productions that no one knows where to draw the line. 
And then the credulity of the average “tenderfoot” 18 
enough to tempt the veracity of a saint. One of my 
acquaintances made a tourist believe that a green pomelo 
was a California gooseberry. But to come up 
to realities there is a case now in court in the Sac- 
ramento Valley that is unique in law and _ verifies 
the adage that California truth is stranger than fic- 
tion. A hop grower has taken a lease upon a piece of 
lend. Two years ago he planted 600 live willow posts 
in the hop flel.l upon which o string the wires to sup- 
pert the vines. These post; grew so rankly that the 
owner of the land is now suing for cancellation of the 
lease, alleging that If the posts are permitted to grow till 
the five years’ ivate expires they will have taken the 
lend, making ſt worthless for cultivation and costing 
more to clear than the land is worth. The owner there- 
fore prays for damage in the sum of $5000, a writ com- 
pelling the lessee to remove the posts before they grow 
so close together that no one can get into the field to 
grub them out. They now stand forty feet apart, or did 
before they began to grow. This suit is interesting agri- 
culturally because of its bearing upon the minds of our 
tourists. If we can once get a fact of this character es- 
tablished by court such are the law-abiding qualities of 
our visitors that they will not place themselves in con- 
tempt of court by questioning anything that bas been 
judicially established. If, on the other hand, the evi- 
dence shows that it will be possible in 1909 for the own- 
er of the hop land to squeeze about through this wil- 
low forest to remove the trees we may expect a few 
doubters to question even the simpler stories and to dis- 
believe that we have any Big Trees.

The Pathological Station. 

RUIT growers and farmers will be pleased to know 

that the laet catastrophe at San Francisco has not in- 
terfered with the progress of the new institution author- 
ized by the last Legislature providing for the study of 
plant diseases. Already preparations are under way for 
the construction of the buildings for the Whittier sta- 
tion, $7000 being set aside from the appropriation of 
$30,000 for this purpose. In the work that is to be done 
by the laboratory at Whittier every farmer, fruit grower 
and gardener in the State is interested, and all should 
join in getting the most out of this, the first distinctive 
proposition of its kind to be established in the State. 
The fact that the government pathological station at 
Santa Ana has been discontinued makes work of our 
local station of far more importance than it would be 
had the investigations in Orange county been continued. 
However, our new State institution is of such prime 
significance in itself as to justify careful codéperation be- 
tween the farmers and the directors of the new labora- 
tory. It was the intention of the original promoters of 
the bill authorizing the creation of the pathological sta- 
tion that the farmers of the State should have a voice 
in directing the subjects that should be investigated, the 
text of the bill providing for suggestions from the far- 
mer or his organizations as to what points should be 
covered from year to year by the experts in charge of 
the work. It is taken for granted that the Regents of 
the University, or their representatives will be guided 
as far as possible by the desires of the farmers as to 
what diseases and conditions shall be studied. and it 
now remains for those interested to express themselves 
after due deliberation, pon the matters that should be 
taken up for investigation by the authorities of the 


new institution. There are many farmers’ clubs in the 


southern counties whose activities are continual, and I 
can think of no more profitable exercise than that of 
using their prerogatives in this matter to influence what 
shall be done at this station. When the farmers’ in- 
stitutes begin work again next fall a still greater oppor- 
tunity will appear for expression along these lines. 


Burbank Exacting. 


ROF. E. J. WICKSON of the State University said in 

his paper read recently before the American Association 
of Nurserymen, “California has an enviable reputation 
throughout the world as the home of unique novelties 
through the wonderful work of Luther Burbank, our 
most distinguished horticulturist, and it is only natural 
that the public should jump to the conclusion that our 
chief commercial product must consist of these striking 
achievements. The general reader of the amateur hor- 
ticultural literature which fills our popular periodicals 
is not informed that Mr. Burbank is himself the most 
exacting judge of his own productions, most strenuously 
insisting that they shall stand all tests of culture and 
trade and shall survive or perish upon such exacting 
trial. He realizes that time is essential to such trials 
and is content to wait. Mr. Burbank’s creations are 
also contributions to the world’s horticulture and not to 
that of any State, and no one can tell when or where 
their greatest victories will be achieved or what partic- 
ular purpose they will serve. In view of these facts 
you will not be surprised that the Burbank varieties do 


ges were grown upon one acre of not yet enter largely into the aggregate commercial fruit 


production of California. Any one acquainted with com- 
mercial fruit growing knows that it is not possible to 
revolutionize an established and profitable industry in 
less than a decade by the substitution of new varieties 
for the old standards. It takes not less than half that 
period to determine whether the new variety is really 
trustworthy and suitable and it takes much longer to 


get a large acreage in bearing either by grafting or new 


plantings because people are slow and conservative in 
making changes. It is little more then ten years since 
Burbank set the first grafts of the “Wickson,’ the first of 
bis plums to make a deep impression upon the commer- 
clal fruit growing of California.” 


Spanish Peanuts. 


Sey crop is grown largely in the South for forage and 
for hogs, which dig up the roots, and fatten on the 
nuts. The plant grows about fifteen inches high, resem- 
bling a bean. It matures as far north as Southern 
Michigan. The best method is to plant the seeds evenly 
in rows 28 to 30 inches apart. The soil should be worked 
freely to promote growth and keep the surface loose 
when the blossoms appear. Just as soon as the flowers 
drop off, the stems turn down and bury themselves in 
the soil, where the nutg are formed. A slight hilling 
about the time the flower stalks appear will assist in the 
formation of nut-bearing shoots. 


Indiana Tomato Situation. 


REPORT to the New York Journal of Commerce 
Anon Chicago, dated May 30, says: Demand for 
future tomatoes has been large enough of late to force 
nearly all the Indiana packers to withdraw from the 
market. Some have withdrawn entirely, while others. 
instead of pulling out of the game, have advanced their 
prices. Two weeks ago future standard No. 2 tomatoes 
could readily be contracted for with Indiana canners on 
the basis of 77%4c per dozen, but today the lowest figure 
fs 80c, and from that on up to 88e f.0.b. factory. 

Indiana has been suffering from lack of moisture. 
Rain has been insufficient for good growth and develop- 
ment of canners’ crops, and both peas and tomatoes are 
feeling the effects of it, peas more than tomatoes. Just 
now prospects for Indiana’s pea pack are not the best. 
The drouth has prevented the pods from filling. In a 
dry season there are fewer peas in the average pod, per- 
haps only about half as many as when the rainfall is 
normal. A difference of this sort has an important 
effect on the whole pack.—[California Fruit Grower. 


Saving Blue - grass Seed. 

IGHT in the famous blue-grass region are farmers 

who do not save the seed that they need, but depend 
on the seed that they buy. Now, this is a great mis- 
take, for the seed that we buy is so often unsatisfactory. 
Some of it is adulterated with English or Canadian blue 

seed. But most serious objection is 

that so much of the seed on the market will not germi- 

of bad methods and lack of attention in 

curing. This we do not detect, usually, until time for 

it to appear. The seed heats very easily, and if it is not 

repeatedly stirred and shifted, spoiled seed results. 

Many failures result, even when the fancy, recleaned 

grade is used, so the best safeguard is to save your own 
seed, where possible. 

When we save our own seed, we are in position to 
know whether or not it heats, or, better still, we can 
easily prevent this in handling so small a quantity; then 
it is pure, if care is used in stripping, and we can save 
an abundance, so that we may sow it lavishly. It is 
hardly possible for WI effects to result from sow- 
ing too thick—a solid sod is quicker obtained. In saving 
the seed, only the heads, or, maybe, a part of the stem 
is taken from the stock, so that there is practically no 
lessening of the feeding value of the pasture stripped or 
cut over. Then the only expense attendant is that of 
labor. 

On a large scale, blue-grass seed is stripped by a 
horse-power stripper, on a small scale by hand strippers 
which comb off the heads. These latter cost about 
two dollars each. The seed should be taken to the 
barn or other building and spread out thinly to cure. 
If it cannot be spread out thinly, which is rarely the 
case with so small a quantity, and coming at a time 
when the barn is usually empty, then it must be thor- 
oughly turned and shifted for several days. Nearly ev- 
ery farmer has good tools to save it with in the mower 
and rake. By setting the cutter bar about four inches 
high, cut off the heads, rake and spread on the barn 
floor for a few days, then stack in some out-of-the-way 
shelter or out of doors and cover with timothy. If the 
weather is fine, it may be cured out on the ground eas- 
ily. Select that field or part of a fleld that is free from 
weeds, to avoid spreading obnoxious weeds: and keep 
the green stuff out so that it will cure better. To’sow 
this, simply load, haul and spread it any time from Sep- 
tember to May. This is easily and rapidly done. Spread 
or sow as thick or thin as you desire—you can be guided 
by the straw on the ground. I have successfully prac- 
tised this method for several years, and always get a 
stand. I find it easier and more satisfactory than the 
hand stripper. Hand-stripped seed is very small and 
light, consequently hard to sow regularly even on a stin 
day; but a windy day is fine for sowing cut seed, and 
the straw that you have sown guides you as to where 
and how thick to sow, also shows the uneven spots, if 
any. By this method I get a solid sod quicker and much 
cheaper than when I buy the seed. Usually it takes sev- 
eral years to get a solid set. depending partly on the 
thickness of sowing. Sowing full heads in a place makes 
a quicker sod than do single seeds sown in the usual 
way —{W. E Jones. in Farming 
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qualities he has, from meanness to murder, will inevit- 
ably come to the surface. It is the stuff that makes a 
man want to fight himself, or bite his grandmother. On 
the other hand, an absolutely pure whisky will first ex- 
hilarate, and then, if enough is consumed, send to sleep. 
It is discreditable to the United States that the Federal 

- government should encourage the manufacture and sale 
of this vile stuff, by licensing the manufacturers. 


Something may be said in regard to methods of drink- 
ing whisky. When the editor first came to this coun- 
try, in 1873, and landed in New York, one of the strange 
sights that impressed him was to see a long row of men 
at a bar, swallowing something hastily, followed by a 
gulp of water, apparently to take the taste out of the 
mouth. He supposed that some kind of an epidemic 
must be prevailing and that they were taking medicine, 
but soon discovered that this was the usual custom. In 
the old country—at least in Western Europe—you seldom 
eee spirits drunk straight, except that in France a smal! 
“pony” glass of brandy is taken, after dinner. In Eng- 
land, the ordinary spirituous beverage is B. 48.“ 
brandy and soda—about half a pint of soda water— 
which in England is a sweet drink—with a small por- 
tion of brandy. Scotch whisky is er favorite bev- 
erage, which the Britisher carries with him all over the 
world, and a hot punch, made of Scotch whisky, soda, 
lemon peel and sugar is the favorite “nightcap” in the 
British Isles. 

Another thing to remember is that climate has much 
to do with the effects of alcoholic beverages. For in- 
stance, in the moist, cool, foggy climate of Scotland, a 
bare-legged gillie will start out in the morning, through 
the snow, taking along a quart of whisky and a few oat 
cakes, He comes back in the evening, with the bottle 
empty, but himself perfectly sober. Should a man try 
to emulate this in the dry electrical atmosphere of 
Southern California, he would soon find himself “hors de 
combat.” 


Prof. Wiley, of the United States Department of Agri- 
culture, recently expressed the opinion that 85 per cent. 
of all the whisky sold in this country, in hotels, restau- 
rants, clubs and bars, is a cheap imitation, and that 
while it may not be fatally poisonous, much of it is 
dangerous to the human system, even when taken mod- 
erately. In any case, ft is all a fraud on the public. 
Judging by a news letter from Kentucky, that appeared 
recently in The Times, Prof. Wiley is, in this case, rather 
under than over the mark. The correspondent referred 
to showed that, in the year 1906, there were manufac- 
tured in the United States 105,298,963 gallons of spu- 
rious imitation whisky, by the so-called “rectifiers” or 
“blenders,” and only @589,436 gallons of pure whisky, 
bottled in bond, under the supervision of United States 
Federal officials. In other words, 98% per cent. of the 
whisky mi nufactured—and consumed—in this country is 
a baneful concoction of chemicals. Of what such con- 
coctions are composed may, to some extent, be judged by 
the following statement of the ingredients contained in 
a bottle of supposed whisky, recently submitted for test 
by the Police Department of Los Angeles, and analyzed 
by the city chemist. 

“Alcohol, diluted with Los Angeles River water; cara- 
mel, used to give color; prune juice, used as a filler to 
give body to the concoction; artificial essence of winter- 
green, used for flavoring: a little cayenne pepper, and a 
trace of what might once have been pure whisky. 
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place a tax upon the stuff, but the effort has always been 
defeated, by a strong lobby. At the session recently 
closed the same record was made. The House almost 
unanimously approved the tax, but the Senate—follow- 
ing the frequent example of its eminent namesake in 
Washington in other cases—absolutely refused to pass 
the bill. The lobbyists went home rejoicing, at the close 
of the session, but they were counting without the Gov- 
ernor, who immediately called a special session, and, un- 
der the influence of an aroused public opinion, a bill im- 
posing the tax was passed. . 

This is a good thing, for while it is true that it would 
be far better for people to dispense with the use of alco- 
holic beverages altogether, yet, since history and experi- 
ence show that they cannot be persuaded to so, then 
then the next best thing is to see that the liquors they 
consume are pure. The Kentucky incident is also a sub- 
ject for gratification because these “rectifiers” have 
been the backbone of the fight against the national pure 
food bill in Congress, which, by their own boast, they 
killed, session after session. 

As the Kentucky correspondent of The Times remarks, 
it does seem strange that the Federal government should 
keep a small army of men to prosecute a few poor devils 
who make pure “moonshine” whisky in the mountains, 
for their own consumption, or to sell a few quarts to 
neighbors, while they license these adulterators to locate 
in any part of the United States, and make, in the aggre- 
gate, over a hundred million dollars of poisonous com- 
pounds, that can only by courtesy be called whisky. 

For those who drink whisky, the only way to be sure 
of securing a pure unadulterated variety is to purchase 
only that bottled in bond, and covered with the green 


guarantee stamp cannot be secured by any “rectifier” or 
any “blender.” 


You should not only look for a green government stamp, 
cork. Even in spite of these precautions, and the heavy 


laws, greed and ingenuity have devised a scheme to beat 
the game. The stamp is sometimes carefully removed, 
then a corkscrew is run into the bottle half way, the 
cork is pulled out, cut in half, and the bottom half of 
the cork used again, In a bottle of adulterated whisky. 
A Los Angeles business man discovered a fraud of this 
kind, not long ago, and wrote to the distillers, who im- 
mediately sent out a representative. They wanted to get 
the name of the dealer who had sold the whisky, but the 
Los Angeles man refused to give it, as he was a good 
customer. These little details show the excessive diffi- 
culty of obtaining a really pure whisky, even when you 
set out carefully to seek it. How much chance of ob- 
taining such an article the ordinary uninformed pur- 
chaser has may be left to the imagination. Stamps 
placed on the barrels, by government inspectors, are no 
protection. The barrels are then often taken into the 
cellar, pure whisky taken out, and “dope” substituted. 
The stamps are placed on the end of the barrel. They 
should be placed over the bunghole. Makers and sellers 
of pure whisky would welcome legislation that would 
protect them and the public. 

In reference to the statement of the city chemist of 
Los Angeles, that the worst whisky appears to come from 
drug stores, it is interesting to note that one of the most

Leucorrhoea may arise from several causes, among 
others overwork— especially when standing—a highly 
stimulating or too abundant diet, lack of absolute clean- 
liness, and, quite frequently, from marital excesses.

Sometimes married women, without knowing it, are suf- 
fering from a more severe and infectious disease—gono- 
rrhoea. 


The diet should be quite simple, avoiding flesh, or 
taking only a little once a day—never fried—sticking as 
closely as possible to fruit, nuts, salads and a little 
cereal. Avoid overwork, especially that involving stand- 
ing, or straining. Recline as much as possible. Breathe 
fresh air, day and night. In the morning, a thorough 
rubbing of the lower part of the body, with cool water, 
followed by a brisk rubbing of the rest of the body, and 
a shower or gush, lasting only a few seconds. Morning 
and evening an injection of warm water, followed by a 
brief injection of cold water. In the water a few drops 
of eucalyptus oll, or the juice of a lemon, or a little good 
antiseptic soap, such as carbolic or Ovo soap. 

Massage of the lower abdomen should be practiced 
daily, preferably by another, or, if that is not convenient, 
by oneself. A brief course of osteopathic treatments will 


help. 

The clothing should be light, and especially there 
the hips. 

The reason why strawberries often create trouble has 
been explained elsewhere—because they contain so large 
a percentage of organic salts, and therefore act as medi- 
cine—good medicine. Fresh fruits are often digested 
better when thoroughly chewed up with unfermented 
wheat bread or cake. Persevere with the strawberries. 
beginning if necessary with one or two and gradually m- 
creasing the amount. 

The bowels must be kept open by diet, exercise and mas- 
sage—only as a last resort by enemas. Avoid foods that 
cause gas, such as raw starches—bread, etc., undextri- 
nized—and sweets. 

Where the stomach is out of order, and falls to do its 
work, it is well to begin with a complete fast of not less 
than a week. Then, adopt the no-breakfast plan, and 
fast once a week, from the evening meal of one day to 
that of the next. 

As to the craving for sweets, it is true that women at 
that time of life sometimes have more or less abnormal 
cravings, as in pregnancy. An excess of citric acid may 
lead to a craving for sweets. This craving may be sat- 
isfied by eating sweat fruits, fresh or dried, or occasion- 
ally a little pure honey. 

Remember that this is a persistent and long-winded 
ailment. The longer the time it has existed, the longer 
time it will take to cure. Patience and perseverance are 
necessary, but you may be absolutely certain that, by 
following the above rules, you will be cured, also that 
no drug treatment, general or local, can possibly do more 
than to temporarily remove the symptoms, meanwhile 
aggravating the complaint, and reducing the general 
health.

HILE we are discussing ase subject of filthy food. 

in the shape of meat, let us not forget the fruit. 
Comment was recently made on the folly of continually 
worrying about the microbes which we must all necessa- 
rily take in, when breathing or eating. At the same 
time, there should be reasonable care taken to avoid 
swallowing filth. Several times the editor has called at- 
tention to the disgusting practice of displaying fruit for 
sale on, or just above, the sidewalks. Even if they are 
above canine “high-water mark” these fruits are inevit- 
ably polluted by the dust that drifts around so liberally 
in our ralnless summers, such dust being plentifully mixed 
with desiccated animal refuse and consumptives’ spu- 
tum. A man don't need to be a crank to refuse eat- 
ing fruit that is displayed in such an unwholesome man- 


these same health foods you sneer at. Their use at the 
sanatoriums and elscwhere proves it. You might as well 
make the claim that the various baby foods on the mar- 
ket are worthless in the face of the fact that babies 
whose lives had been despaired of have rallied and finally 
recovered on such a diet.

To buy grain at a cent a pound, and retail it at 15 
cents a pound is, as the editor has said, better than a 
gold mine or a patent medicine. It is no wonder that 
the manufacturers of these preparations can afford to 
spend millions in advertising. 

Again, absurdly exaggerated claims are made by the 
manufacturers of these foods, in regard to the nutri- 
ment they contain. Any sensible person must, of 
course, see that a preparation made of grain cannot pos- 
sibly contain more nourishment than the grain of which 
it is composed, although of course it may be somewhat 
more readily digestible. Farmers Bulletin No. 142, u. 
sued by the United States Department of Agriculture, 
says: 

“Many of the breakfast foods are advertised as having 
an especially high nutritive value. If the statements 
often made in advertising these could be believed they 
would have some nutritive property not found in flours 
and meals made from the same grains. For these 
claims there is no ground. The retail price of the break- 
fast foods is from two to five times as large as that of 
the ordinary products, like flour and meal. The adver- 
tisements which often claim nutritive values that are 
fictitious, do not give any suggestion of the high price 
of the nutrients in the prepared foods as compared with 
that of the same amounts in the ordinary products, nor 
do purchasers generally realize how expensive prepared 
foods are.” 

The editor would again suggest that H you use much 
cereal—which you shouldn’t—you should take good hard 
giutenous wheat—California wheat is too starchy—grind 
it in a handmill, as you need it, and parch it in a frying 
pan. Then you have it fresh all the time, at a cost of 
one-third as much as you pay for the breakfast food, 
even if you pay the high price of 5 cents a pound, in 
small quantities, for your hard wheat. :

“No peron shall expose, sell or offer for sale bread- 
stuffs, cake, pastry, candy, confectionery, dried fruits, 
fresh fruit or vegetables outside any building in any 
open windows or doorways, or on any -sidewalk, street, 
alley or thoroughfare, except they be covered so as to 
thoroughly protect them from dust and dirt.” 
A good idea. Meantime, it may once more be asked 
why, in this land of fruits and flowers and vegetables, we 
cannot have a fine public retail market for these prod- 
ucts, like the Halles Centrales, of Paris, or Covent Gar- 
den in London, or the New Orleans market. It would 
be a pleasure for the housewife to do her shopping in 
euch a place, and it would be visited by every health and 
pleasure-seeker. 
Also, once more may it be asked why, in this, the 
greatest fruit-growing State of the Union, where thous- 
ands of tons of fruit go to waste every year, the average 
householder of moderate means cannot begin to afford 
to let his family have half the fruit they would and 
should eat in summer? It is a shameful thing that tons 
of good fruit are thrown away every week in the Los 
Angeles wholesale fruit market, rather than to have it 
sold at a reduced price.
